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E have plenty of hogs and hickory 
W and I’m curing meat once more— 
haven’t done so for years.’”’ Thus 
wrote Mrs. W. G. S. when asking the 
Topics Editor for help on butchering, 
curing meat and making sausage. 
The low price of hogs has brought quite 
a few farmers back into the butchering 
fold. Many farm families have butchered 
hogs and made sausage to give to relief 
of less fortunate families in towns and 
cities. Meat and sausage routes have 
been started by farmers in some towns. 
Even in the heart of Chicago farmers 


have been selling sausage 
to city workers. 
Those who have for the f 


first time cured meat and 
made sausage for the sum- 
mer months should remem- 
ber how necessary it is to 
protect the meat from skip- 
pers. A low-cost protector 
will keep them out, and at 
the same time prevent mold- 
ing and drying out. Get 
the protectors on _ before 
flies come. Unless properly 
cared for, there is likely to 
be quite a bit of spoiled 
meat before the summer is 
over. 


THE way to 
get money out of any farm 
implement is to keep it 
busy. This applies to the 
sheep shearing machine. Change the bot- 
tom plate and then use the clippers on the 
horses to get rid of the shaggy winter 
coat. The horses will be less likely to 
catch cold. Or use the clippers on the 
udder and rear quarters of the dairy cows. 
You can get an electric shearing outfit 
that will run from the automobile battery. 


A NEW strain of alfalfa, 
hardy at altitudes up to 8,500 feet in 
Colorado, has been developed in the Price 
Creek section of that state. No seed avail- 
able this year—next year maybe. This 
strain has done well on dry land at high 
altitudes, where it has been as cold as 52° 
below zero, some winters without snow. 
The state agricultural college is registering 
fields where seed will be grown this year.

Ir there are any ill-shaped 
fields on the farm to be straightened out, 
do the work before you start plowing or 
seeding. The irregular fields make it hard 


to follow a definite rotation, limit the use of 
tractor or large teams and labor-saving imple- 
ments, increase the amount of turning and make 
a real fence problem. Relocate the fences, 
combine small fields, fence all fields hog- and 
sheep-tight and you'll be surprised how much 
less work it takes to conduct farm operations. 


C ODLING 
moth has been so bad the 
last few years that some 
apple growers have had to 
use chemical bands on the 
trees to be sure of apples 
without worms in—‘“‘apples 
you can eat in the dark,” 
as Bob Clark says. The 
time to put these bands on 
is just before the larve of 
the first brood are ready to 
leave the fruit. Send stamp 
to the Orchard Editor if 
you want directions for 
making and applying the 
bands. Yes, you'll still 
have to spray; the bands are 
added protection. 


G OOD old 
whitewash! What would we 
do without it? Here is a 
formula that is a little dif- 
ferent; one that will stick and looks like 
white paint: Fifty pounds hydrated lime, 
ten gallons water, ten pounds salt, two 
pounds alum, one bar laundry soap. Melt 
and mix these ingredients 24 hours before 
the whitewash is to be used. If necessary, 
add some more water when ready to use; 
enough to make the whitewash only about 
as thick as thin cream. Add some formal- 
dehyde to make disinfectant whitewash.

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How About the Branches? 


AILWAY systems and their 
R trunk lines must continue 

to operate even in the face 
of diminishing returns, for main 
line traffic will ‘‘come back.”’ But 
what about the unprofitable branch 
lines, which can so easily be 
abandoned? Where losses on 
such lines are mainly due, not 
to a temporary depression, but 
to a preferred and growing use 
of other forms of transportation, are not the red lights set at 
“‘Danger?”’ 

During the past year such ‘‘granger”’ railroads as the North- 
western, Omaha, Milwaukee, Burlington and others have made 
application to the Interstate Commerce Commission for aban- 
donment of numerous branch lines. They are in the heart of 
the agricultural section. These apparently are test cases, de- 
signed to try out the situation. Let a few of these unprofitable 
lines be discontinued, with approval of the Commission, and 
every branch line in the country that is operating under a heavy 
deficit will be in peril. 


Death to Small Towns 


HAT the abandonment of such lines would mean to farmers 
and the people of the smal] towns is plainly apparent. 

Most of the elevators, lumber and coal yards, and many other 
necessary business enterprises would have to close or be seriously 
curtailed. The very large share of local taxation paid by the 
railroads would be lost, and must be transferred to other prop- 
erty. All farm values tributary to the railroad would suffer 
a further crushing burden of reduction. And farmers would 
have to return to pioneer days and haul—or contract—all their 
products 20, 40 or more miles to market. 

This article is not in any sense a brief for the railroads, nor is 
it necessarily a part of the current controversy between rail 
and motor-truck operators. If farmers prefer the unquestioned 
convenience, rapidity and lower 
cost of short-haul truck operation, 
they have every right to use that 
form of transportation. 

But farmers ought to know 
where they are going. If they live 
on railroad branch lines, and if 
their preference for motor ship- 
ment is causing those lines to be 
operated at a constant and severe 
loss, they must be fully aware of 
the significance of their choice and 
be prepared to accept the conse- 
quences. 

There are some signs that farm- 
ers and the people of small towns 
are beginning to understand this. 
A conspicuous feature of the 
branch-line situation in the Middle West is the sudden and 
complete change in public sentiment toward the railroads, 
when the people are faced with entire loss of rail service. 


50 Years of Railroad-Baiting 


NLY a few years ago, baiting the railroads was regarded as 

a necessary political policy, and indeed something of a 
national sport. Almost any one could get elected to Congress 
by damning Wall Street and the railroads. In these days of 
general adversity, with railroads following agriculture to the 
depths of distress, there is a new realization of their key posi- 
tion in the transportation system and a pronounced slackening 
of irresponsible criticism. But not until a community is faced 
with complete loss of service is the railroad’s necessity to com- 
munity and national life brought jarringly home. 

Observe, if you please, the facts in the case of one railroad 
in the Middle West which has applied for abandonment of 
several unprofitable branch lines. This is the Omaha Railroad 
—Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha—a subsidiary of 
the Northwestern operating in Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa, 
South Dakota and Nebraska. 

The situation revealed is typical of current happenings on

Lost $265,000 in 
Five Years 


N eastern Nebraska there is a 

branch of the Omaha running 
from Coburn out to Wynot, a 
distance of 45 miles. This is 
solid farming territory, devoted 
to grain and livestock, and is tributary to the Sioux City market, 
12 miles east of Coburn on the main line. There are six villages 
on the branch with a combined population of 2,200, and the 
tributary farming population numbers 2,700. 

From January 1, 1927 to February 29, 1932, total operating 
expense of this branch line was $452,570, and total operating 
revenue amounted to $261,152. After taxes of $74,038 were 
added to the operating expense, the net operating income showed 
a deficit of $265,456 for the 51¢-year period. 

While passenger traffic is not a major factor in railway income, 
it is interesting to note that the number of passengers hauled 
in 1927 was 14,871, and in 1931 only 1,174. But freight traffic 
is the major factor, and here the story of operating deficit is told. 

In 1927 the local movement of freight between stations on the 
line was 23 cars, and the movement to and from points beyond 
the line amounted to 1,570 cars. Five years later there was no 
local movement of freight on the line, and the movement to 
and from outside points dropped to 633 cars. Listed by com- 
modities, the comparisons of freight movement are striking:

Can’t Blame the Depression 


HILE the depression had a considerable effect 

upon freight movement, it could not be charged 

with any such loss as this. Farm products, though 

depressed in price, were still moving in normal quantity to 

market. It is a shorter, quicker, cheaper haul across country 

to Sioux City by truck than around by the junction by rail. 

Farmers were taking advantage of the more convenient and 

economical mode of transportation, as they had every right to 
do—but the railroad was left holding the bag. 

Armed with this record of the preceding five years, the railroad 
company applied in April, 1932, to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission for authority to abandon the line. Immediately a 
wave of protest swept throughout the territory. 

Local papers blazoned the disastrous effects upon business, 
tax collections and farm values. Mass meetings were held to 
discuss the situation, devise remedies and save the line. Like 
a bolt from the blue, it suddenly dawned upon public con- 
sciousness that the railroad, so long maligned, so recently ig- 
nored, was vitally essential to community welfare. 

But the record spoke for itself—-and while there was plenty 
of clamor and protest, there was no increase in freight traffic. 
Following a public hearing in July by an examiner of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, and despite intervention by the 
State Railway Commission in behalf of the people, the examiner 
approved the application of the railroad and so recommended 
to the Federal Commission. [Continued on page 20

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The Subsidized Consumer 


NE of the stock arguments against the King Tax-Allotment 

Plan, or any allotment plan, or indeed against any effort 
to advance farm prices, is that it is an ‘“‘outrageous tax on con- 
sumers for the benefit of a single class.”’ 

That sounds not unreasonable, until you analyze it. For what 
it amounts to, is to argue that the food and clothing eaten and 
worn by city people are theirs by right, and that if this were a 
just world, farmers would produce these things for them free 
and without price. 

When a city family buys a peck of potatoes or a dozen eggs, 
is that a fair exchange, in theory at least a benefit to both parties? 
Oh no! That is an outrageous tax on the city consumers, for 
the benefit of a single class—namely the potato-grower and 
poultryman. Potatoes and eggs ought to be free. 

The cities are buying bread, say, for five cents for sixteen 
ounces, and cotton shirts for 
a dollar. If the King Tax- 
Allotment Plan or some other

and will be reduced toward zero in exact proportion as tax- 
payers bring disagreeable pressure to bear. 

We shall receive, as a result of printing the foregoing para- 
graph, these retorts:

Admitting that no public servant ever saw any virtue in re- 
ducing his salary, and pointing out that all we said was that it 
could be done “‘if necessary,”’ let us proceed.

Out of the Philippines

article in our January issue, received their first ‘‘deficiency 
payment” on wheat on December 31. 

This was a little more than $6,000,000 at par of exchange, 
covering about 16,000,000 bushels of wheat sold up to Novem- 
ber 30, 1932, at an average price around 65 cents a bushel. In 
other words, the wheat-growers have now received about $1.05 
a bushel for the wheat sold, and will receive the balance of the 
guaranteed $1.30 per bushel at the end of the marketing year. 

There has been no complaint in England over the price of 
bread, nor would there be any of consequence in this country 
if the price of wheat were advanced to a moderate $1.20 under 
a properly-drawn allotment plan like the King Plan.

UNNY as it may sound, 
Pi eometimes you can cut 

farm costs by spending, 
and you can run them up by 
trying to cut them. Any pro- 
gram of cost cutting should aim 
at the same output with less 
labor and money, which is the 
essence of real farm economy. 

Haphazard cutting of ex- 
penses, or a horizontal cut in all 
expenses, is not likely to bring 
down net costs nor raise the 
net income. Cost cutting that 
is real economy on one farm 
may on another farm bring 
worse trouble. Since every 
item of spending is looked upon 
as an opportunity to cut, maybe 
the subject of cutting should be 
discussed from the standpoint 
of what not to cut. 

There can be considerable 
saving in labor by planning 
ahead for the most efficient use 
of labor. Thus the outgo for hired labor 
can be kept down. Time not required for 
farm routine can be used in making repairs 
on buildings and equipment, in getting up 
wood for fuel, fixing fences, cutting weeds, 
painting, etc. Some of these repairs re- 
quire quite a bit of cheap labor and the 
cash outlay for materials is low enough 
that it does not interfere with meeting 
current obligations or cut into other essential expenditures. 

Certain items can not safely be skimped in growing crops. 
It is no time to experiment with cheap seed. Seed is the founda- 
tion of a crop and must be right, whether the crop is potatoes, 
corn or alfalfa. The best seed is always the cheapest. 

In using fertilizer, every farmer must be guided by results 
he has secured under his own conditions, or those of his neighbor 
similarly situated. A question some farm operators will have 
to decide is whether to fertilize the poorer acres, or withdraw 
those from cultivation and put more plant food on the better 


acres. 
Results More Important than Initial Costs 


LANT food must be considered, not as an expense, but as 

an investment. The dairyman short of hay, for example, can 
top-dress the better portion of his grass land with nitrogen early 
in spring and have grass ready for stock from 10 to 14 days earlier. 
Also, fertilizing will increase the carrying capacity of pasture. 
There may be a question on some farms about investing heavily 
in a slow form of lime, returns from which are 
spread over a period of years. 

One of the first places the dairy farmer starts 
cutting is on the bill for purchased feed—linseed- 
meal, cottonseed-meal, corn gluten or a mixed 
protein supplement. They are moved not only 
by the desire to cut down expenses, but to use 
cheap home-grown grains and hay more liberally. 

The logical procedure, in attacking the feed 
bill, is to get rid of the poorest milkers and feed 
the good milkers more liberally so that they can 
produce all that is within their ability. 

For every cow that is too poorly bred to pro- 
duce profitably, there are at least two that 
shrink in milk flow because of scant rations. 
When a good cow has her rations cut, the profit 
falls off more than the product. 

With poultry, the essence of economy consists 
of buying the very best grade of baby chicks, 
feeding them a complete ration and handling 
them right. It is a penny wise, pound foolish 
procedure to buy cheap, inferior chicks. Such a 


practise will result in inferior pullets, heavy aad we

losses in the laying house, and 
poor laying. Half as many 
chicks of high quality should 
make you some money; twice 
as many inferior chicks at the 
same first cost can be expected 
to show a loss. 

Putting too many chicks in a 
given brooder space, to save the 
cost of additional brooding 
equipment, is a short-sighted 
thing to do. If you can’t fi- 
nance the equipment, reduce 
the number of chicks to what 
the present equipment will 
properly accommodate. 

Letting the pullets live mostly 
on grain and shift for them- 
selves after the brooding period 
results in weak birds and de- 
layed maturity. The pullets at 
this stage need a well-balanced 
mash, complete in all essentials. 
This is one of the places not to 
cut expenses. 

On the subject of farm power 
and machinery there is likely 
to be some argument as to what 
is real economy. It is not a 
question of whether to lay up 
the tractor and use horses merely because 
grain is cheap and fuel costs money. It is a 
question of getting the work done right, 
at the right time, and with the greatest 
profit. Hired labor can be reduced by 
using farm machinery more efficiently.} 

One thing that contributes largely to 
high power and machinery costs on some 
farms is having too much power, or not 
using all the power there is in the team or tractor. Many farm 
operators fail to get rid of enough horses after buying a tractor, 
or to use the tractor to capacity. 

In the operation of the tractor, a good grade of fuel and lubri- 
cating oil will pay just as well in these times as they ever did. 
Save money by buying inferior oil and spend it to pay a bigger 
fuel and repair bill—that’s the way it goes. 


Worn-Out Machinery Wastes Money 


HE attempt to save on repair of machinery, or to make an 
old machine outlive its economic life, may result in a poor 
seedbed; or a breakdown at the height of the season, with loss of 
the crop; or a faulty job of harvesting. You can look in vain 
for economy if the money you save results in grain going into 
the strawstack, cream running down the skim-milk spout of the 
separator, sediment going through a bum filter into the milk 
can. Using an obsolete or worn-out piece of machinery or 
equipment can cost more money than buying a new one. 
Certain fixed charges will be hard to do anything with. In- 
surance, for instance. It is too much of a risk 
to let fire or auto liability insurance lapse. Maybe 
your insurance policies need to be gone over, to 
see whether some of the buildings are insured 
for more than it would cost now to replace them. 
Usually, it is the other way—too little coverage. 
“‘Where then can we save?” you ask. Here 
are some suggestions: Pool your orders for feed, 
fertilizers, and other supplies. Take the sup- 
plies from the car, so the dealer will not have to 
charge you for labor and warehousing. Exchange 
work (perhaps machinery needed for only a few 
days) with your neighbor. Pool the hauling to 


market. Make the woodlot supply fuel as far 
as possible. Maybe some of the trees will do 
for lumber. 


To help the income, take on a sideline to regu- 
lar farm operations, if your farm program per- 
mits—some strawberries, a truck patch, mush- 
rooms, game birds plus hunting rights, meat 
route, etc. See what your market needs and 
decide whether you are able to supply it profit- 
ably.

Korean 
Lespedeza 


A good annual legume 


N° crop in recent years has had so 
many good things written about it as 
lespedeza. Particularly, Korean lespedeza. 
You can say no annual legume has been 
more deserving of praise, and that won’t be 
stretching it. 

We can thank a medical missionary in 
Manchuria for this crop. He sent some 
seeds of this plant to the United States, 
and it was distributed for trial. Some of 
the seed got into Kentucky, where there 
was a real need for an annual legume. 
When it got started there, it went like 
wildfire. 


That’s the equivalent of 750,000 acres of 
pasture or 300,000 acres of hay. 

Anything so good naturally couldn’t be 
fenced inside the borders of a single state. 
The crop has been just as popular in 
Tennessee, and has spread to many other 
states. Eastern Kansas is a set-up for the 
crop. Missouri farmers are growing it. 

Korean has done well, too, in Virginia 
and North Carolina. 


Will Do on Sour Soil 


HY has this crop met with such 

ready acceptance? Because it fills 
the need for an annual legume, and be- 
cause it is fairly tolerant of thin, sour soil. 
It yields well and it stands dry weather 
fairly well. 

The crop is seeded in spring with small 
grain or alone in prepared seedbed. You 
can get a good stand with 10 or 15 pounds 
per acre, but the first year seeding is 
generally heavier—20 or 25 pounds. In 
Kentucky the spring-sown crop is ready 
to graze by May 15; in Kansas, soon after 
June 1. After maturity the leaves hang 
on the plants till late in winter. 

For hay, you can count on a ton per 
acre if the plants are six inches high. The 
hay is equal to red clover, not quite so 
good as alfalfa. Leaves shatter less than 
alfalfa, and the hay cures more readily 
than red clover, alfalfa or soybeans. 

If you’re south of the Potomac and 
Ohio rivers, or slightly north in Ohio and 
Indiana; and if you’re not farther west 
than eastern Kansas, Oklahoma and 
Texas; and if you’re not farther south 
than the Piedmont region of Alabama, 
Georgia and the Carolinas—then try a 
little Korean lespedeza this year. 


Perennial Lespedeza 


NEW early strain is being tested in 
Vermont, at the Morgan horse farm 
near Middlebury. Maybe this crop will 
do wonders for the Yankees, who knows? 
Then there is the perennial lespedeza, 
called lespedeza sericea. While this is by 
no means so popular (it is harder to get 
started) as the Korean and Japanese, some 
of Our Folks like it. J. B. Lucas, Franklin, 
Ky., who has grown it extensively says: 
“In February 1930 I got a small supply 
of lespedeza sericea seeds from the De- 
I have never 
taken more than two cuttings of hay a 
year as I am producing seed. Three or 
four cuttings are not unusual, though. 
When once established it will not allow 
crab grass, broom sedge, blue grass and 
other grasses to crowd it out. It thrives 
on poor, unlimed soil, grows faster than 
alfalfa, makes more hay. 
“‘Sericea seeds are hard and should be 
hulled and scarified for late spring sowing, 
and even then they come up slowly. In

Y father bought a mowing machine 


at a farm sale (so runs a letter from | 


Paul Wallabranstein, Ohio) and one rainy 
day we put it in shape. The cutter bar 
was worn badly, but the frame and gears 
were in good shape. 

We took the knife out and removed the 


bum sections. Easy enough; we turned | 


an old railroad iron on its side and placed 
the knife on it, points down and rib of 
knife on edge of the flange. Sections lay 
against the flat edge of the flange. A 
heavy blow with hammer on back of the 
section, and off it came. Quicker and 
simpler than punching out rivets. 

Next we took off the wearing plates, 
removed broken guards and threw them 
away. Worn ledger plates were taken off. 
Then we made a list of parts needed and 
bought them next time we went to town. 

On another day we put on the new 
guards, put new wearing plates in place, 
and fastened new ledger plates where 
needed. Next we riveted the new sec- 
tions on and put the knife in the cutter bar. 

The knife didn’t fit snug to the ledger 
plates because of worn knife clips. So, 
while father moved the knife back and 
forth, I drove down the clips (they are 
malleable). I would start on the inside 
and pound the clip down until he could 
feel the knife tighten. I continued to the 
outer end, pounding each clip in turn till 
the knife fit snugly. We tried the mower 
and it worked well. Sooner or later, of 
course, other parts will need attention.

SIZE of farm has some bear- | 


ing on profitable use of farm power. But 
size of farm isn’t always a matter of acres. 
The number of acres planted to intensive 
crops, or the number of cows kept, or the 
number of work units involved are some- 
times more important. There is no getting 
around the fact that quite a few farmers 
have grown up on farms that their grand- 
fathers laid out for hand-tool operation, 
and the present owners are handicapped. 


ALtTuouGH some of the | 


new features in autos, trucks and tractors 
have brought with them new problems in 
lubrication, the oil folks have always been 
able to solve these new problems. Free 
wheeling, for instance. 

O. C. Bridgman, chief of lubrication 
section of the Bureau of Standards, says 
one of the more important problems being 
investigated now is that of crankcase oils 
for autos, trucks and tractors. Mr. 
Bridgman: 

“This is a particularly complex problem 
since the oil temperature may vary from 
below zero to above 200 degrees and the 
speed and load may vary over wide limits. 

‘Recently a new problem has arisen, 





since it has been found that gears made of | 
the newer, very strong alloys will carry | 


much higher loads than has hitherto been 
possible. Special lubricants are required 
for such purposes since it is impossible to 


maintain a lubricating film between the | 


gear teeth with ordinary oils. Research 


work on the necessary properties of these | 
special lubricants has been started and | 


already some valuable information has 
been obtained. 

“These newer gears, called hypoid gears, 
are now being used in the rear end of some 
of the new cars and trucks and their use 
has made possible a considerable lowering 
of the floor of the car since with this type 
of gear, the drive from the engine to the 
rear axle can be lowered several inches. 
An investigation of lubricants for this 
purpose promises to open up an entire new 
field of lubrication.”

GOOD farm name should convey the 

idea of worth, value, superiority, qual- 
ity, to make a good first impression on the 
stranger who views the farm from an im- 
proved highway, or who sees the name in 
print. For example, Hilltop, Richland, 
Broad Acres, Enterprise, Fertile Valley, 
and so on. Our own place we call Bright- 
side Farm. 

Keep away from the secluded, shut-in, 
‘“‘weary-bones” names if you have farm 
products to sell. Sleepy Hollow, Shady 
Nook, Hidden House, Quiet Valley, Wig- 
wam, Idlewild, are good names for farms 


whose principal income is paid by summer | 


boarders, but are no good for busy pro- 
ducing farms with products to sell. Don’t 
try to be funny; and don’t get stuck on 
the location idea in naming your farm, 
which is suitable only when the name 
makes a good first impression. As farm 
names Muskrat Valley, Gravel Pit, Dead 
Man’s Hill, and the like, are quite repelling 
really. 

Before choosing a farm name it is a good 
plan to make a list of names that appeal 
to you. Take,plenty of time to make that 
list. A well chosen name will be remem- 
bered by many who see it, will help you 
sell your products. It will make some 
extra work cutting weeds and cleaning up 
the place, for if you are a good farmer you 
will want to live up to that good farm 
name; plant flowers, shrubs, keep fences 
fixed up, paint the house and farm build- 
ings.

In Iowa last year, 50 flocks on which the: 


state agricultural college has accurate 
figures showed an income above feed cost 
of $1.47 per hen. Labor income, 60 cents 
a hen. The average production per hen 
last year in these 50 flocks was 134.2 eggs. 

The records show that proper feeding 
pays good dividends. Several flock owners 
cut out mash during June and July and 
the laying record took a sudden nose dive. 
Also, the report shows no profit in sick 
chickens. The healthy flocks showed a 
labor income of $1.04 per hen; unhealthy

Uncle Sam’s New 


Strawberries 
By W. Lee Allen 


ORSETT and Fairfax are two new 

strawberry varieties recently named 
and released for distribution by the United 
States Department of Agriculture. The 
outstanding characteristic of these two 
varieties is their unusually high dessert 
quality. The berries are considered, by 
those who have eaten them, better than 
any of the leading standard varieties now 
on the market. 

These new varieties were originated on 
the Government Experimental Farms near 
Washington. Dorsett (known to its orig- 
inators first as U. S. D. A. No. 633) is a 
scientific cross of Howard 17 (Premier) 
and Royal Sovereign, an old English 
variety long noted for its high quality. 
Probably Fairfax (U.S. D. A. No. 613) is 
seedling of the same parents. They have 
since been grown in New Jersey, Delaware 
and Eastern Maryland. In addition, 
Fairfax has had several trials in the state 
of Oregon. 


Dorsett Beat Out Premier 


N New Jersey these varieties have done 

so well, Dorsett especially, that the 
grower on whose farm they were tried (one 
of the largest strawberry growers in New 
Jersey) said he would rather have Dorsett 
for commercial growing than any variety 
he had ever seen. Here at Salisbury, Md., 
trial plots with careful yield records in 
1932 showed Dorsett and Fairfax leading 
such varieties as Premier, Aberdeen, 
Blakemore, Howard Supreme and other 
early sorts, not only in quality, but also 
in total yield, and in size, appearance and 
firmness of the fruit. 

This performance is made possible, the 
writer believes, very largely by the un- 
usually vigorous, 
rarely shows any trace of leaf spot and 
retains its vigor and vitality throughout 
the fruiting season. 

If results so far are borne out by further 
tests, 
Dorsett will become leading varieties just 
as soon as the good news gets around to 
strawberry growers. 
mended for the Northern and Eastern 
parts of the country. There seems to be 
little question that they will become 
popular in the home garden, and they 
should be of definite financial value to 
commercial growers who are close enough 
to their market to carry through to the 
consumer this factor of superior quality. 


Blakemore Ships Well 


THER varieties which have been de- 

veloped and released in the last few 
years by Dr. George M. Darrow and his 
assistants include Blakemore, Bellmar, 
Southland, Red Heart and Narcissa. 

Blakemore, a cross of Howard 17 and 
Missionary, was released primarily for its 
value as a preserving berry. It is proving 
to be a fine commercial variety for the 
South where berries must be shipped long 
distances. 

Bellmar is another cross of Howard 17 
and Missionary. It differs from Blake- 
more chiefly in being darker in color. Both 
are quite firm. 

Red Heart, named because of the bright

Another Garden

E are going to plant a big garden 

again this year. It will save us from 
hunger more surely than either the Demo- 
cratic or Republican party. We know, 
because we know what our Nebraska gar- 
den did last year. 

Our garden has a little over an acre in 
it. It is 250 feet long. The long rows 
make it easy to cultivate. We do very 
little hand hoeing. 

Last year we were never out of vege- 
tables or fruit from this garden. We had 
rhubarb in April. We sold our first as- 
paragus April 21. We had been using it 


on the table before that. We sold the 
last June 9, but had some for the table 
still later. 


We sold our first strawberries June 1. 
Our last box of Mastodons was picked 
October 15. 

All during the long hot months we had 
beans, beets, peas and all the long list of 
vegetables. We sold our first tomatoes 
July 15 and kept it up till late autumn. 
Almost exactly to the sixth month date 
we got all our table requirements from 
that garden, and filled over 300 cans 
besides. 

There are strawberries, grapes and 
blackberries canned and preserved, grape 
juice, pickled beets in ruby array, green 
tomato pickles, ripe tomatoes canned for 
table use and juiced for soup, and tomato 
preserves. In the root cellar are carrots, 
turnips, potatoes, salsify, onions, cabbage 
and the like. 

If you can’t see our reason for a big 
garden after reading this, there is no use 
to try to explain.

Flowering Vines 
By Helen Van Pelt Wilson 


OR the housewife who yearns for 

flowers but finds herself all spring busy 
with cooking at planting time and all 
summer involved in canning when flowers 
need weeding, the blossoming vine is a 
boon. Once established, little care is 
needed for it, and, with a wise selection, 
there can be a succession of flowers and 
fruits from April till November. 

Wisteria (Wisteria sinensis) is the first 
to hang its drooping purple blossoms from 
the eaves. Root pruning and the monthly 
cutting back of side shoots to two and 
three eyes induces blooming. 

As its lavendar beauty fades in April, I 
look for the opening blossoms of a new 
pink clematis (Clematis Montana Undu- 
lata). The delicately tinted blossoms are 
like clouds of wind flowers. Through May 
they are profuse and make as lovely table 
bouquets as ever I’ve seen. 

The Duchess of Edenburgh is a.large, 
double white flowering clematis that 
blooms a little later for the lucky lady 
who has room for two. Full sunshine for 
the tops, shade at the roots, a deeply-pre- 
pared hole in well-drained soil of a light 
loamy texture, are the requirements of 
the clematis. They should always be 
planted with the earth ball several inches 
below the surface line and they show them- 
selves grateful for a little lime and a yearly 
enrichment of rotted manure. 

For summer and early fall I choose the 
perennial sweet pea (Lathyrus). It lacks 
the fragrance of the annual kinds but it 
comes in lovely rosy-red or white shadings 
and in my part of the world where sum- 
mers are hot and dry, it is so much easier 
to grow than the annual sweet peas. A 
bowl of it always stands upon the kitchen 
dresser to make me constantly grateful 
for its abundance. Lathyrus likes the sun 
but will tolerate shade as well, I find. 
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| planting evergreens.

Pasturing Alfalfa | 


OU can stir up a discussion in any | 

group of dairy farmers if you will only | 
ask “‘Do you pasture alfalfa?” Let us 
refer to results of experiments with alfalfa | 
as a pasture for dairy cows at the W. K. | 
Kellogg Farm of Michigan State College, 
at Augusta, Mich. 

Eight acres of Grimm alfalfa were di- 
vided into four fields of equal size. In 
one cattle pastured continuously; in an- 
other first cutting was pastured and second 
cutting harvested for hay; in another first 
cutting was made into hay and second cut- 
ting pastured; in another, the crop was all 
cut for hay. 

Results? No bloating, for one thing; 
the cows had water and salt available at 
all times and they were filled up with grass 
pasture before they were turned into the 
alfalfa. There was no winterkilling of 
plants, even though the winter was open, 
quite cold, and there was much alternate 
freezing and thawing in March. 

Highest total cow days pasture per acre 
was in the plot where first cutting was 
grazed and second cutting used for hay. 
The cows in this lot also ate more grain on 
pasture, and produced the most milk per 
acre while on pasture. The cash crop value 
of hay was practically the same in the 
field where first cutting was harvested and 
second cutting pastured as in the field 
where both cuttings were made into hay. 

The final column of results represents 
the cash value of hay per acre, plus value 
of milk produced on pasture, less value of 
grain fed to cows on pasture. Considered 
from all these angles, continuous grazing 
showed returns of $20.63 an acre; making 
both cuttings into hay, $15.61; grazing 
first cutting, making second into hay, 
$26.40; harvesting first cutting for hay, 
grazing second, $25.69.

E hear moaning and groaning on all 
sides concerning the unsightly condi- 

tion of hands and arms. Wintry blasts 
have done their worst in the way of drying 
and cracking the skin and, as usual, the 
majority of us have taken no steps to pre- 
vent this. Let’s hope that in effecting a | 
cure we will fall into the habit of constant | 
hand and arm care so that we can change | 
into a party frock and sit down to the 
bridge or supper table without wincing at | 
their unloveliness. 

Useful hands can also be good looking 
hands. In:the first place, it is not neces- | 
sary to use harsh cleaning ingredients all 
the time. Modern soap manufacturers are 
making soaps that will clean without burn- 
ing and breaking the skin. Also, there are 
many jobs that can be performed with the 
hands protected by rubber gloves. Gloves | 
are really necessary when you are using | 
chemicals for cleaning or polishing. 

Whenever you have had your hands in 
hot, soapy water, rinse them thoroughly 
and take a few minutes to rub in some of 
your hand beautifier. There are excellent | 
ones on the market in cream or liquid 
form. Which you select is a matter of 
preference for both are good and they do | 
not leave the hands sticky. Keep some of 
the hand lotion or cream on your kitchen 
shelf and then you are not so liable to 
neglect this important beauty aid. 


Night Treatment Necessary 


OR hands in very bad condition a 

nightly treatment will be necessary in 
addition to the daily and frequent use of 
lotion.

The Easiest Way 


to 
Make Rugs 


Of old stockings and sweaters 


By Martha Rich 


E all know clever women who can 
get a meal out of practically noth- 
ing, but it took the emergencies of 


1932 to teach us how to make rugs, stool 
covers, pillow tops, cushions, handbags, 
dress trimmings and endless other items 
out of nothing at all. 

All you need is your sewing machine 
and a new shiny bit of steel, just invented, 
on which you wind strips cut from old 
stockings, scraps left from quilt making, 
unraveled old sweaters, mittens, and even 
socks—no matter what the fabric, so long 
as it is clean, bright, and will hold together. 
A rug made of old stockings and under- 
wear, over a foundation made from two 
corners of a sheet, was sold recently for 
$25. It was as lovely a rug as one could 
want, suitable for living-room, hall, or 
bedroom, yet it cost not a cent for ma- 
terials. 


Rugs Made from Old Cotton and Wool 


E have chosen several varieties of this 

new sewing art to show you. At the 
top of the page is shown the little piece of 
steel we mentioned, and below is a rug made 
from gay cotton scraps from the piece-bag. 
The scraps were cut in bias strips one inch 
wide. They need not even be sewed to- 
gether; just cut a handful, and lay them 
in the lap ready to pick up and wind 
around the guide. Lovely wool rugs can 
be made in the same way by using old 
clothing and cutting the strips—only 
three-fourths of an inch for wool strips. 
The gayest of gay silk rugs can be made 
of old silk dresses or draperies, especially 
if the colors are intermingled or used to

When yarn is used, in place of cotton 
or wool pieces, with the rows laid one 
overlapping the other, the rug when clipped 
and finished will imitate hooked yarn rugs 
perfectly. The same idea, with finer yarn, 
and rows overlapping less, works up 
beautifully for handbags, scarf trimmings, 
whole collars, and fur-like bandings for 
trimming dresses and suits. 


And It Looks Like Astrakhan 


HE dress trimming shown was made of 

a looped bouclé yarn that is especially 
effective. A similar effect can be gained 
by using yarn from a discarded unraveled 
sweater. In such cases strips of muslin 
are used for the foundation and the rows 
are placed very close together. 

Initials are so smart now, and they are 
always especially desirable on a lap robe, 
a bath robe, scarf-end, blouse, or bag. 
Angora wool, closely wound, is effective 
for initials. The illustration gives a good 
example of an initial worked like this, and 
it shows likewise the simplicity of accom- 
plishing it. 

This new sewing art is the most sensa- 
tional thing that has happened in sewing 
in a long time.

As this is written, early in February, the 
Commission itself is hearing further argu- 
ments in Washington, with final decision 
unknown. 
What Will the I. C. C. Do? 
Orv course, the examiner’s report may 
1t be favorable to the railroad. In 
one case in Minnesota a similar application 
by the Omaha road met with a different 
response. This was for abandonment of 
the branch line from Madelia to Fairmont, 
a distance of 28 miles. The local hearing 
was held in June, 1932 
In presenting its case the railroad showed 
the usual loss in traffic with resulting 


deficit, and ascribed it to the use of motor | 


transportation. Spokesmen of the dis- 
trict, on the other hand, aided by the 
State Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sion, maintained that the difficulties of 
the branch were due in greater degree to 
the general depression, and would be 
remedied with the return of better times. 

Apparently the latter argument won, as 
far as the examiner was concerned. In 
his report to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission he recommended that the 
application of the railroad be denied. 

He stated that removal of the road 
would result in a loss to the territory out 
of proportion to the company’s savings, 
and urged reduction in service and greater 
co-operation between residents and rail- 
road in an effort to halt the operating 
losses. This, too, was under final ad- 
judication by the Commission at the time 
this article was written. 

One of the men most active in organiz- 
ing the Madelia-Fairmont territory to 
oppose the loss of their rails was Roy F. 
Crowley, of St. James, Minn. As manager 
of the 12,000-acre Tilney Farms in that 
district, he has plenty of cause to be con- 
cerned. As a state senator and chairman 
of the senate agricultural committee, now 
in session, he happens to be in a position 
to do something about it. 

When asked what was the attitude of 
farmers in his district toward the railroad, 
Mr. Crowley summed up the situation in 
these words: 

‘When we heard that the railroad 
wanted to abandon the line, the first re- 
action of farmers was: ‘Let them take up 
their rails; we don’t care!’ They asked 
belligerently, when all incomes had been 
reduced, why the railroad should be spe- 
cially favored. Then they began to think. 

“They realized first that various lines of 
business necessary to them, such as ele- 
vators, lumber and coal yards, might have 
to close up and that every small local 
town would promptly die. Then it 
dawned upon the farmers whose land ad- 
joins the railway, four to six miles on each 
side, that the shrinkage in land values 
would be tremendous and that the greatest 
loss would be theirs. 


Public Opinion Turns Somersault 


AST summer I went out to talk to one 

of our tenants, Andrew Pierson, to see if 

he would join in a movement to save the 

line. His only reply was: ‘To with 
the railroad; let them take it up!’ 

*‘A week or so ago I was talking to this 
same man, when he introduced the sub- 
ject. He said: ‘You know, I’ve been 
thinking about this railroad business. I’ve 
got an investment in the railroads, and we 
ought to keep them running.’

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Chlorine and Lye 


Kill the Germs 
By Ernest C. McCulloch 


University of Wisconsin 


T IS perfectly possible to keep milking- 
machines, separators and other dairy 
equipment clean and sterile by thorough 
washing followed by proper steaming. 
Separator parts, cans and buckets should 
then be dried in the open air and if pos- 


sible exposed to the direct rays of the sun. | 


Only a very small percentage of dairy 
farmers, however, have the equipment 
necessary for adequately steaming their 
utensils. 


As a result, during certain rush | 


seasons, sterilization is inadequately done | 
or entirely neglected. These rush seasons | 


oecur not only in spring and fall, but also 
during the warmer months when steriliza- 
tion is more than ever imperative for the 
production of wholesome milk. 

The milky waste water remaining on 
utensils or in a milking-machine furnishes 
an ideal place for bacteria to multiply. 
Unless heat sterilization has been properly 
carried out, these bacteria can multiply 
and become millions and billions during a 
warm summer night or a warm cloudy day. 

Practically, some form of chemical ster- 
ilization of utensils is necessary for the 
production of wholesome milk. The 
chlorine compounds, especially the hypo- 
chlorites, have gained favor as chemical 
sterilizing agents. 
ous, efficient and economical.

In addition, the hypochlorites sterilize very | 


rapidly—almost instantaneously. Their 
use is not costly, especially since a way has 
been discovered to hold the milking-ma- 
chine units in racks so that the disinfectant 
solution can be applied directly to the 
inside of the unit. 

Because of the difficulty in getting raw 
ingredients of uniform strength and the 
difficulty in standardizing hypochlorites, 
‘“*home-made” preparations are not uni- 
form in chlorine concentration, and may 
or may not be satisfactory. The com- 
mercial preparations, on the other hand, 
are carefully standardized and stabilized. 

Recently, lye has been experimentally 
used to sterilize milking-machines. While 
lye requires a longer time to kill bacteria 
than do the hypochlorite preparations, yet 
lye does have the advantage of removing 
the butterfat from the rubber portions of 
the milking-machines, thus adding to the 
life of the rubber. 
sults would be obtained from a combina- 
tion of lye followed by a hypochlorite 
solution. A 1:250 solution of lye can be 


used to remove the fat from the machine, | 


followed by the dilute hypochlorite solu- 
tion being poured into the unit while it is 
on the rack between milkings. 

A hypochlorite rinse can be used to keep 
the pails, cans and separator parts from 
introducing bacteria into the milk. There 
are various ways of using these solutions.

Honey Cream 


HOSE who are making home dairy 

spread may want to try “honey cream,” 
made by mixing the spread with honey. 
You heat the milk up to about 142° to 
145° F. for about 30 minutes, run it 
through the separator (equipped with the 
special parts), then mix the spread with 
honey that has been heated to 155° F. 
momentarily. Use 42 parts honey, 58 
parts home dairy spread. Pour the mix- 
ture into packages to cool. Keep in re- 
frigerator until ready to use or to sell.

Yeast for Hens 


—and other poultry notes 


ENS fed fermented laying mash as an 

extra to the regular mash and grains 
at the Coastal Plain Experiment Station 
in North Carolina, laid more eggs- than 
hens fed the regular laying mash and 
grain.

The fermented mash was made by add- 
ing two cakes of yeast to ten quarts of 
mash and adding enough warm water to 
make the mixture fairly moist.

These birds 
were better in appearance and had higher 
vitality when the feeding test was com- 
pleted. 


- Guy BARTLETT calls our 
attention to an electric poultry water 
warmer that looks like it ought to sell 
itself. It consists of a flexible heating pad 
encased in rubber, with about ten feet of 
rubber cord and rubber covered plug. The 
pad can be bent into most any shape so 
as to fit the water pail. It operates under 
water. 


Door mats for hens, if you 
please. They are nothing more nor less 
than troughs filled with gypsum, placed 
in front of the door and nests, to keep the 
hen’s feet clean and prevent soiling the 
eggs. Along with the gypsum troughs, 
use clean litter and clean nests. Clean 
eggs bring more than dirties. 


To prevent injury to turkey 
hens from the tom, W. P. Albright sug- 
gests the use of a piece of heavy muslin 
for a saddle covering the back of each 
female. The saddles are tied securely 
(but not too tight) to wings and thigh 
with strips of soft muslin. These worked 
well in tests in the Oklahoma Experiment 
Station flock of turkeys. 


A FEW more figures about 
squabs in the New Jersey state contest for 
1932. The total cost of feed per pair of 
breeders was $1.93; average selling price 
per pound for dressed squabs, 31 cents; 
gross returns from each pair of breeders, 
$3.75; returns over feed cost from each 
pair of breeders, $1.82. The average 
weight of each squab at 25 days was 17.3 
ounces. In two pens, where artificial 
lights were used, there was slightly higher 
income over feed costs. 


We can’t understand why 
more folks don’t raise Black Leghorns 
after listening to what A. E. Hampton, 
Pittstown, N. J., has to say about the 
breed (he has 1,000 layers). He tells us 
the breed was imported from Italy in 1872 
and admitted to the standard in 1876.

Succeed or Fail? 
By D. C. Kennard 


Poultry Editor 
HE poultryman’s greatest challenge in 


1933 is whether he is to deliberately 
succeed or fail. Just how success or failure 


depends upon the individual poultryman | 
and whether he follows good management | 
and feeding practises is demonstrated be- | 


yond question by 251 flock records for 
1932 recently reported by Berley Winton 
of the extension service of the University 
of Missouri. 

The flock co-operators were divided into 
two classes; 130 raised their chicks on 
fresh range and 121 did not. The loss of 
chicks on fresh range during the first six 
weeks was 8 per cent as against 30 to 40 
per cent loss of chicks on contaminated 
range. Egg production of the pullets for 
the year was 154 and 138 eggs per bird 
respectively. The mortality of the pullets 
as layers was 3 per cent less for those 
raised on fresh range. 

These results of 1931-32 make food for 
serious thought as to what can be expected 
in 1933 and 1934. Needless to say, fresh 
range alone can not be expected to insure 
success in raising pullets. Many essential 





factors always account for success or | 


failure with chicks and pullets. 


Complete Ration is Essential 


HE poultryman who exercises the pre- 
caution, intelligence and good judgment 
of raising his chicks and pullets on fresh 
range can also be expected to exercise 


much the same discretion in connection | 


with feeding, and all the other operations 
involved in raising more healthy pullets. 
The point is, every poultry raiser should 
line up with or at least familiarize himself 
with the ‘‘grow healthy pullet” project of 
the extension service of his state college 
and diligently carry out the suggested pro- 
cedure for growing healthy chicks and 
pullets with a minimum of losses. 

In view of the experiences of these 251 
Missouri poultry raisers with about 
200,000 chicks in 1931 and the behavior of 
the 70,000 pullets as layers during the 
year 1931-32, it would seem that the 
poultry raiser of 1933 who is obliged to 
choose between fresh range and the haz- 
ards of contaminated range has but one 
of two choices to make. He can either 
raise his chicks on fresh range and care- 
fully adhere to other essentials of feeding 
and management and expect to succeed; 
or he can expect to fail if unable to meet 
such requirements. 


Hardware Cloth in Brooder House 


NE place where disease gets started in 

the brooder house is around the feeders 
and drinking equipment and under the 
roosts. To prevent this hazard feed the 
chicks all-mash in waste proof feeders and 
use drinking equipment which keeps the 
surrounding litter and floor from becoming 
damp or wet. To do this, place the feeders 
and drinking troughs or fountains on 
frames covered with hardware cloth. 
Directions for making the frames and 
covering them can be had free—only send 
postage. 

Placing the feeding and drinking equip- 
ment on screens often proves so effective 
in preventing coccidiosis that many poultry 
raisers find this procedure preferable to 
screening the entire floor of the brooder. 
The principal advantage of screening only 
a part of the floor for feeding and drinking 
equipment, and under the roosts, is this: 
The chicks have access to part of the 
floor to be covered with litter, and there is 
less trouble from cannibalism than when 
the entire floor is screened.

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Keeping Well 
Pneumonia and Its Home Care 
By Eoline C. Dubois, M. D. 


AS ‘‘Winter lingers in the lap of Spring’ 
chest infections have the right of way 
with Pneumonia the principal aggressor. 
Though we have been blessed during the 
past two years by a lower pneumonia rate

than is usual with the disease in a milder | 
form, it is still one against which our best | 
weapons are all too futile. Recovery from | 


pneumonia is a matter of conserving the 
patient’s strength not so much by drugs as 
by intelligent nursing care. Since there 
are few of us who can have the services of 
a trained nurse in an acute illness, sugges- 
tions for the comfort of the pneumonia 
patient in his own home attended by one 
of his own family, are in order. 

The chief symptoms which mark this 


disease are a shaking chill followed by | 


acute pain in the chest, later there is 


difficulty in breathing and a racking cough | 


which is acutely painful. The affected 
lung tissue plugged by congestion pre- 
vents the normal amount of air being 
taken into the body and also prevents the 


elimination through the lungs of carbon | 


dioxide. With the heart having the double 


burden of a blood deficient in oxygen and | 
poisoned by the pneumococcic bacteria as | 


well, the need for fresh air and plenty of it 
can be understood. In the modern hos- 


pitals there are rooms fitted with con- | 


tinuous oxygen administration for such 
patients so that they are constantly getting 
the pure oxygen with a minimum of effort. 
There are also oxygen tents which accom- 
plish the same results and can be obtained 
for home use. Where this is not possible 
cool, fresh air constantly circulating is a 
necessity. 


Keep Patient Warm 


HE patient should be dressed in a flan- 

nelette nightdress surrounded by hot 
water bottles or heating pads in order to 
protect the body against heat loss. Pain 
from coughing can be considerably re- 
lieved by a flannel binder around the chest 
held in place by shoulder straps and made 
snug by taking it up at the sides with safety 
pins. This requires frequent adjustment 
because it wrinkles easily. A _ piece of 
flannel dipped in hot saturated epsom 
salts solution wrung out dry and applied 
to the sore spot will give relief; or a home 


made mustard plaster will be found | 


efficient. 

For a child make a mustard plaster as 
follows: A dessertspoon of flour, one of 
mustard, one of olive oil (or any vegetable 
oil). For an adult take 4 dessert spoons 
of flour, 2 of mustard and 1 of oil. Mix the 
flour and mustard, add the oil and enough 


warm water to make a paste. Take any | 
piece of soft cloth about 10 x 7, spread | 


the paste on half of it allowing half an | ~ 


inch to fold over, then cover with the | 


other half and place on the chest for about 
15 minutes or half an hour, removing it, if 
and when the skin becomes red. Some- 
times an ice-cold compress is more grateful 
than heat, especially about the throat and 
on the forehead. Ice in the mouth will 
help to prevent coughing and mentholated 
vaseline will keep the nose clear and pre- 
vent fever sores. 

The breathing will be assisted by prop- 
ping the patient against a bedrest for which 
a kitchen chair will serve, and by a pillow 
beneath the thighs to prevent slip ing, or 
by slightly raising the foot of the bed. 
Sponging every four hours with alcohol 
or even plain cool water will assist in 
bringing down the temperature and also 
produce a sedative effect which is most 





important since restlessness and lack of | 


sleep are exhausting and serious symptoms.

The only foods to be given during the 
acute stage are milk, fruit juices and water 
amounting, during the 24 hours, to 10 
glassfuls of fluid (a quart of milk, a pint of 
fruit juice, and a quart of water). This 
amount should be given in small doses, 
but is essential to combat the loss of fluid 
due to fever and consequent acidosis. It is 
important that the bowels move every 
day either by small doses of some saline 
as milk of magnesia or if necessary by a 
soap and water enema. It must be re- 
alized that this is a contagious disease and 
that the patient should be isolated as far 
as is possible, that all articles used in the 
sick room be kept apart, all cloths con- 
taining secretions from the nose and throat 
be burned, and finally that the sick room 
attendant protect herself and the family 
by frequent washing of her face and hands, 
especially before eating.

on the railroad. We've all got an invest- 
ment in the railroads, and we ought to do 
something about it.’ ”’ 

And Senator Crowley is attempting to 
do something about it. His committee is 
introducing into the Minnesota Legisla- 
ture this year three bills governing com- 
mercial motor-truck operation: one to ex- 
tend the regulatory power of the state, one 
to increase truck licenses, and a third to 
limit the length of truck trains. 

It is possible that a better way would 
be, not to increase the burdens of the truck 
traffic, but to undo some of the handicaps 
and burdens of expense that have gradu- | 
ally been piled on railroad costs. Unfor- | 
tunately, law-makers seem to be more apt 
to add new mistakes to the statute books 
than to repeal old ones. But Senator 
Crowley is expressing the general feeling 
of his territory. 

“‘We are not trying to crowd out the 
trucks,’’ he concluded, ‘‘but we want to 
give the railroads an even break.” 

That’s all they want—equal regulation 
and an even break. They deserve that 
much. If they don’t get it, watch out for 
red lights on the branch lines!
